Czechoslovak Victims 


Thousands of Czechoslovak Jews, men, women, 
and children, were among the victims of Nazi mass 
murders in Kamenetz Podolsk, according to reports 
received in official Czechosiovak quarters im 
London. The Jews were deported from Subcar- 
pathian Ukraine (Caypatho Russia) after the Hun- 
garians, who have been in occupation of that pro- 
vince since 1939, had-refused to recognise then 
citizenship. . 

First reports from. Moscow gave the number of 
victims of this mass butchery as 6,000. Later infor- 
mation, however, reveals that the number of martyrs 
is greater by several thousands. Investigations have 
not yet been completed. 

Some families have already been identified among 
the victims. 

jit was reported in February last, in Tne Jewisu 
Curonicie, that the Hangarians had deported to 
astern Poland 40,000 Jews from Carpatho-Russia, 
not, as the Hungarrans cynically because 
they were Jews, but because they were “undesirable 
foreigners (Czechoslovaks or Poles).

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U.S. JEWISH AIRMEN IN 
RUSSIA 


Helping the Shuttie Service 


Lieutenant Max Block, a 20-year-old American 
airman, of Kew Gardens, Long Island, is one of the 
U.S. Air Force men now serving in the U.S.S.R. As 
recently as May 16. he was still in, New York on 
embarkation leave. On June 2 he was in Russia 
with his huge Flying Fortress. Max Block was one 
of the Americans visited by Press correspondents at 
the bases Built by the Russiarfs somewhere in the 
Soviet Union to accommodate the heavy bombers 
and Mustang fighter ‘planes .on shuttle missions 
between those bases and Italy and England. 

Another of the American boys there is Lieutenant 
Meyer Trachtenberg, of Manor Avenue, New York : 
he used to be an interior decorator. Although only 
24, -and doing combat flying only since April 15, 
he has in this short time accomplished 36 missions, 
five of them over Wiener Neustadt, and a aumber 
over Bucharest, Budapest, and Ploesti. “Believe 
me,”” he said, “you get to believe in God when you 
g0 through some of these places.

U.S. GUN CREW’S “BAG” OF

Private Sherwin L. Steinberg, of Bronx, New 
York, a member one of the first gun crews 
of an American Ninth Air Force Defence Com- 
mand station to go inio action when the flying 
bombs began their attack on Engiand recentty.

MEMORIAL TO A JEWISH 
CHAPLAIN 


Apt Commemoration of the Late 
Harry Bornstein 


[By a Correspondent) 


The late Rev. Harry Bornstein. C_F.. died while 
a Chaplain on active service in North Africa last 
November, at the age of 35. He had been most 
closely associated, since his student days. with the 
religious Zionist youth movement (Torah Va’ 
Avodah), and the Chaverim who had worked with 
and learned to love him and value his selfless 
sincerity over many years have consideted carefully 
how best to pay tribute to his memory in a way that 
would advance the causes which he held so deat

Chief Rabbi on Its Tasks 


Presiding at his house, 103. Hamilton Terrace. 
NW last week. over a mecung of the C 
Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, Dr. Heriz 
said that five complete years had elapsed since they 
first jaueched this body and the printed summary 
of the Counc: s achrevernents during these five years 
showed how essential it had been and was for the 
whole of Jewry in these critical times. The standing 
of the Councit had been firmiy established and 
£100,000 had been collected and spent by them on 
pressing needs arising out of the emergency. 

The Chef Rabbi spoke of the excellent work 
which they were dome for the Jewish soldiers to 
keep alive thier Yiddishken: of refugce welfare:

High Proportion In Fighting Services 


The proportion of Jews in the Fighting Service: 
in this country, as well as nearly all over the world. 
he said, was much higher than that of non-Jews. 
because they were. employed to a much greate: 
extent than the non-Jewish population in unreserved 
occupations. 

The economic contribution of Jewry to. the war 
effort had been very considerable. Jewish firms 
and Jewish workers occupied in tailoring and the 
manufacture of clothing and boots, and even of furs. 
had contributed largely to the manufacture of 
uniforms and equipment (parachutes, dinghies, etc.) 
in a very short time when need of them was very 

reat. 

’ Jewish firms and workers occupied in the furni- 
ture trade had done a very great job for the aircraft 
industry, the details of which could not yet be 
disclosed for security reasons. 

The jewellery industry, in which Jews had been 
occupied to a considerable extent, had practically 
all been converted to the making of high-precision 
instruments, which were extremely important for 
aircraft, tanks, etc. They had been especially useful 
in producing industrial diamonds, which played a 
very important part in modern engimecring industry. 

There were hundreds of Jewish engineering firms 
in the country making a great contribution to the 
war effort. ( Trades Advisory Council had more 


than 150 Jewish members of engineering firms.)

JEWISH HOSPITAL 
Child-Guidance Clinic Taken Over 


At the annual Court of Governors of the London 


Jewish Hospital on Sunday, Major F. M. Green, 
O.B.E., the Chairman of the hospital, of plans 
which the Council was making for the immediate 


post-war period to re-equip and re-model the hospital. 

Dr. 3. Burnford, Vice-President, presided. 

Major Green who moved the adoption of the 
report and the accounts, said that during the year 
there had been no more war damage and work had 
gone on as before. 

When the war was over, i would be a big under- 
taking to restore the building to its former condition 
and for this they would be allowed a certain sum 
moncy by the Government. But anything they 
spent now would be offset againt this moncy, and 
would be largely wasted, as most of the work would 
have to be done again. This would mean that they 
would have to find more moncy to carry out what 
the Council was looking forward to doing, which 
was to bring the hospital and its equipment thoroughly 
up to date in every respect as soon as circumstances 


permitted. 

After ym that the duties of Treasurer had been 
assumed jointly by Miss Clarica Davidson and Mr. 
J. R. Posnansky, Major Green said there was onc 
new activity which the Council had decided to start 
as soon as the necessary staff could be found. The 
East London Child-Guidance Clinic was started 
15 years ago, and was one of the first of its kind in 
the country. For various reasons t had not been 
found possible to carry 1 on as a separate organtsa- 
von, and, after consultation with the present manage- 
ment, the Council had agreed to continue the clinic 
as a department of the hospital. It would be known 
as the East London Child-Guidance Clinic of the 
London Jewish Hospital. Dr. Redclifie Salaman, 
the clinic's former President, had expressed his 
satisfaction at the Council's decision. 

Dealing with the financial position of the hospital. 
Major Green said it was not at the moment un- 
satisfactory. They had managed to make ends meet 
and even to reduce their overdraft somewhat. But 
he did not want to encourage them in capecting 
this to happen when they resumed their full activities. 
All costs had risen, and it was not likely that there 
would ever be much reduction. Nursing salaries 
had quite properly been increased in accordance with 
the Rushcliffe Report and the higher standard of 
nursing cxpected would mean that more nurses 
would be needed. 7 

Finally, Major Green expressed the mecfing’s 
gratitade again to the Hon. Medical staff, to the 
resident Medical Officers, to the Matron and Nursing 
staff, and to their technical and administrative 
staffs, particularly the Secretary, Mr. G. E. Pitt. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted.

HEBREW UNIVERSITY’S 
POST-WAR WORK 


Far-Reaching Schemes of 
Development 


The tasks of the Hebrew University in connection 
with Jewish post-war reconstruction have been 
outlined at a press conference held in Jerusalem by 
the Rector, Professor Leon Mayer, and Dr. David 
Senator, Administrative Director. 

“The Hebrew University,’ said Professor Mayer, 
“has a significant part to play in the vast rehabilita- 
tion and reconstruction programme of the Jewish 
people, as regards both Palestine and the Diaspora, 
where most of the Jewish institutions have been 
destroyed.” In order to enable the University to 
fulfil this task a large-scale extension of its Institutions 
would have to be carried out during the first five 
to seven years after the war. Existing departments, 
laboratories, research facilities, etc., would have to 
be enlarged and improved, and it would be necessary 
to establish an undergraduate medical school in 
co-operation with the “Hadassah,” a6 well as a 
school of economic and civil science which would 
train civil servants for the Jewish national imstitu 
tions, municipal councils, the Palestine Government, 
and Jewish communal organisations, both in Pales- 
tine and in the Diaspora. 


Need for Engtish Books 


The University Library, he continued, would be 
extended, especially through the acquisition of badly 
needed books in the English language. [Facilities 
would have to be provided for students from Euro- 
pean countries, where remnants of the Jewish popula- 
tion might still be left after the war, to qualify for 
communal service and acquire an adequate knowledge 
of Jewish subjects. It would also be the function of 
the Hebrew University to guide and supervise the 
Hebrew school system in the Diaspora after the war. 

Special stress is being laid on the medical school, 
since this undertaking ss regarded as urgent im view 
of the anticipated shortage of young Jewish physicians 
during the first ten or twelve years after the war as 
a result of the exclusion of Jewish medical students 
from most European universities, Professor Mayer 
concluded | 

Dr. Senator pointed out that. this vast programme 
for the development of teaching and research work 
necessitated a correspondingly targe cxpansion ol 
the University buildings. In addition, dwellings 
would have to be built to house the staffs of the 
University and the Hadassah. medical organisation, 
as well as students’ hostels, clubs, etc. These plans 
naturally involved great expenditure. The Hebrew 
University turned to the Yishuvy and world Jewry 
in the hope that the large sums required would be 
forthcoming The annual budget after the war 
would be doubled, reaching over £300,000, while an 
additional £500,000 for capital investment must be 
raised through large non-recurrent contributions 


LONG SENTENCES FOR ILLEGAL 
ARMS 


Four Years For Young Woman 


Two alleged members of the “Stern Group, 
Anshel ben Ariel Shpilman, aged 27, and Chasia 
Shapiro, aged 19, were sentenced by the Jerusalem 
Milnary Court last week to ten years and four 
years’ imprisonment respectively for being found in 
legal possession of a revolver, a match-box bomb, 
and several rounds of ammunition. 

The two accused conducted their defence them- 
scives. They delivered long addresses, rejecting 
British courts as incompetent to try members of 
the “Stern Group,’ who, they said, considered them- 
selves as “‘belligerents.”’ They argued that “it has 
never been heard of before that in an armed conflict 
one side should disarm the other and then put them 
ontrial.”” These arms, they said, were intended solely 
for the fight “against oppressive rule.” 

David Meiri, alias Begin, aged 25, was sentenced 
by the Jerusalem Military Court at an earher sitting 
to twelve years’ imprisonment for carrying a home- 
made bomb, a revolver, and some ammunition. 
Meiri conducted his owr defence. 


ARMS SEARCHES IN JERUSALEM 


A police search carried out in the Nachlat Shivah 
quarter, in the cenire of Jerusalem, last week 
(reports Palcor). is reported to have resulted in the 
‘seizure of a quantity of arms, ammunition, and 
explosives. 

Widespread searches were made throughout the 
city of Jerusajgm during the Thursday night.

Palestine Movement 


U.P.A. HALF-WAY THERE 
£500,000 Reported Raised 


The United Palestine Appeal reports that in 1% 
nation-wide drive it has already reached haif of its 
million pounds target—contributions to the appeal 
amounted to £500,000 by June 30. 

The campaign in the Provinces is in full swing, 
with Liverpool and Glasgow having already reached 
half of their respective targets. Manchester, alter 
the visit of Sir Simon Marks, has a first subscription 
list of £30,000 towards its goal of £100,000. New- 
castle has exceeded is target of £5,000 and is con- 
tinving. Birmingham has launched its campaign, 
and -Yorkshire (including Leeds, Harrogate, and 
Bradford) is in the midst of intensive work. St. 
Albans launched its effort at a meeting which raised 
£2,000. Leicester already has £5,000 towards its 
target, The appeal will be launched in South Wales 
at the end of this month. ; 

In London. intensive canvassing is being carried 
out, especially in Golders Green, Edgware, Hamp- 
stead Garden Suburb, St. John’s Wood, and Maida 
Vale, Hampstead, Hendon, Finchley, Willesden, 
North London (including Stamford Hill, Dalston, 
Clapton, Palmers Green, and Finsbury Park), West 
Ham. Ilford, Highams Park. and South London 
(including Brixton). The Young People’s Com- 
mittee of the Jewish National Fund has also made 
a promising beginning. New committees were 
recently established in Wembley, Dollis Hill, Neas- 
den. and East London. 

In the first half of the campaign among the trades, 
the textile trade leads with £25,000 already towards 
its goal of £100,000. The fur trade has up to now 
secured £2.000 among its members. Several other 
trades joining the appeal include the preserves and 
food trade, confectionery trade, shoe and Jeather 
trade, the jewellery trade, and the furnishing, 
timber, and hosrery trades. 


ZIONISM AND JEWISH DEFENCE 
A Cautionary Lecture 


Mr. H. Jacobs, Chairman of the Maccabi Associa- 
tion's Jewrnh Problem Study Group, presided 
recently at Maccabr House, Compayne Gardens, 
N.W., when Mr. Jacques Cohen spoke on “ Jewish 
Defence and Zionism. 

Mr. Cohen, after outlining various stages in the 
development of Jewish defence in this country, said 
that them was still some opposition to it in some 
quarters of the community. There were some who 
beheved—although they did not openly express it— 
that efforts to counteract anti-Semitism by speech- 
making to non-Jews was simply .a waste of time. 
And there was opposition, admittedly § sincere 
cnough, on the part of a section of Zionists who 
thought that nothing could be done to combat ill- 
lecling against the Jewish people outside Palestine. 
Eretz Yisracl was their first, last, and only solution. 

Now he was a 100 per cent Zionist and he knew 
that there was no ultimate future for Jewry without 
Palestine. But what percentage of the Anglo-Jewish 
COMMUNILS io-day saw a prospect ol their changnig 
their domicile to Palestine within the next 25 years? 
[heir interest, urgent, vital, and necessary as it was. 
in Palestine lay beyond their own immediate lives, 
extending to the millions of their homeless and per- 
secuted brethren to whom the Land of Israel was 
the only haven they could look to in the. post-war 
years. Therefore unless the ‘subject of Palestine 
vis-a-vis non-Jewish audiences were dealt with in the 
right way, not only would the Jewish defence posi- 
lion in this country be not improved but actually 
much harm could befall those whom it was designed 
to protect. Palestine could be brought to the atten- 
tion of non-Jews only as regarded a home for the 
homeless and the establishment of a Jewish com- 
murnyty there within the framework of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. ,

POLISH JEWISH SOLDIERS IN 


PALESTINIAN UNITS 
Immigration Certificates Allotted

THE AGUDISTS’ UNITY CALL 
Mixed Reception 


The call for unity in the fight for the future of a 
Jewish Palestine issued by the Palestine Agudat 
Israel in the political resolution adopted at its con- 
ference held in Jerusalem and reported last weck, 
has found a warm echo in an editorial pdblished in 
the Hebrew daily Haarerz. 

“The outstretched hand must be accepted without 
discussions about the formula,”’ the paper writes. 
“The power of unity is a thousand times stronger 
than the power of any ‘slogan.’ The declaration 
issued bysthe Aguda also im obligations upon 
the Yishuv and the Jewish If were possible 
to achieve unity within the Yishuv and to include the 
Aguda in the Jewish Agency, we should make a 
step forward in strengthening our national forces for 
the struggle that lies ahead.” 

Hatzore, organ of the Mizrachi, on the other hand, 
declines to accept the Agudist declaration as the 
basis for a united front. Unity must be based on the 
Biltmore programme, the paper insists. 


SHORTCOMINGS IN 
PROPAGANDA 


Philanthropy Instead Of Politics 


Propaganda by the Zionist Federation in this 
country was said by Dr. J. Jackson to be ineffectual 
as carried on among non-Jews and ineffective in the 
Jewish community, when he spoke on “ Propaganda 
and Zionism,” at the Anglo-Palestinian Club 
recently. 

The Colonial Office, he said, knew the Zionist 
Movement, and, knowing it, knew its weakness and 
that it had no greater strength in America—that 
Zionism was very largely a philanthropic movemen(, 
and a philanthropic movement never has counted 
and never would count in political issues. They 
knew that many prominent Jews here and in 
America were anti-Zionists and that even the 
Zionists were not very united, 

We were trying to play the card of Jewish need, 
but that was no new argument, There had always 
been a Jewish need for Palestine, and those who 
argued that greater Jewish helplessness was one of 
the reasons for gaining political concessions had 
no understanding of politics as they existed to-day. 


A Demonstration For The Government 


The speaker said he was inclined to believe that 
it would have its effect if we Jews could demon- 
strate to the Government that we could quickly 
ensure, if given the opportunity, that British 
interests would be looked after and that the British 
Government would have more to gain by our being 
allowed to carry out a full Zionist programme 
there, 

Turning to Zionist propaganda among Jews, Dr. 
Jackson described the various strata which com- 
posed the Anglo-Jewish community. Zionist pro- 
paganda and education, he said, had for 20 years 
been telling of Palestine as a barren waste, part of 
which had been turned into fertile country by 
agricultural pioneers working in a spirit of sacrifice 
and idealism; of the life of the Chalutzim as one 
of hard physical toil with very littl materia! 
reward. Faced with that picture of the Palestinian 
Jew, the English Jew was not likely to regard him- 
self as fitting into the environment and therefore 
he must find satisfaction in what was left-and that 
was the charitable interest. If they lookéd at the 
work of the Zionist Federation they would realise 
that money was its one reality. 

He thought, said Dr. Jackson, that if they were 
to be fair to the Jew in this country who belicved 
he had some Zionist interests, they must call not 
so much on his money as on his ski}l, mitiative, 
enterprise, and devotion.

TRANSJORDANIANS SEEK END OF 
MANDATE 


Britain Postpones The Issue 


A Cabinet crisis in Transjordan has been avericd 
at the last moment by Emir Abdullah after consulta- 
tion with the High Commissioner, Sir Harold 
Mac Michael, who advised the Emir not to accept the 
resignation of the Cabinet, reports the J.T.A. from 
Jerusalem. 

The Cabinet decided’ to submit its resignation 
after receiving a reply from the British Government 
to a memorandum y any Ree the abolition of the 
British Mandate ahd the recognition of Trans- 
jordan’s complete independence. In the reply it 
is stated that negotiations for a new treaty must be 
postponed till after the war and that in the meantime 
relations between Great Britain and Transjordan 
will continue as hitherto. 

On hearing of the possibility of a Cabinet crisis, 
the High Commissioner went to Amman and per- 
suaded Emir Abdullah not to accept the resignation.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN QUEBEC 
Scathing Attack on Authorities 


The Canadian Jewish Congress has issued a state- 

ment regretting that “not one word of public 
protest or public expression of disapproval’ has 
been uttered by any of the leading members of the 
Provincial Government of Quebec in condemnation 
of the anti-Jewish acts in Quebec City, which 
culminated in the recent attempt to burn down the 
new Synagogue [reported in THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
two weeks agoj. 

“ Whilst the Jewish community 
statement attributed to Attorney General Leon 
Casgrain that * this Province is one where freedom 
of worship exists in its complete form,’ it is regret- 
table that these sentiments are apparently not 
shared by many influential citizens of this Province, 
and certainly not by the mapority of the civic 
authorities Of Quebec City,” the statement says. 

“The Jewish community of Quebec City com- 
prises about one hundred families. Since 1932 they 
have endeavoured to obtain periission to erect a 
Synagogue where they might worship according to 
the religion of their fathers. Every conceivable 
obstacle was utilsed to obstruct their laudable 
efforts, until finally in 1943 the City Council passed 
a by-law to expropriate the iand purchased by the 
Jews whereon to erect their house of worship. This 
by-law has been attacked in the courts ad the 
issuc is still to be tried. In the meantime, while 
the building was being constructed, mass meetings 
were permitted to take place, where anti-Jewish 
feelings were aroused, to the knowledge of the 
authorities—civic, provincial, and clerical; meetings 
were even staged at the time when Churchill, 
Roosevelt, and other dignitar ies of the United 
Nations met in Quebec to plan their fight 
Fascism and Nazism. 


Synagogue Will Be Repaired 


“ The broken windows of the Quebec Synagogue 
will be replaced - the charred walls will be repaired 
in the meantime, the very right of the congregation 
to worship in their new Syragogue is sull being con 
tested in the courts by the City Courci of Quebec. 
and this at the expense of the citizens, ' the statement 
concludes.

Three parties of rich Hungarian Jews have arrived 
in Lisbon this week by German ‘planes. Altogether 
33 Jews have landed: they all had trans visas, and 
it is reported that they brought wiih thenr quantities

Jews in Finland have arranged with the Legere 
military authorities for the segregation in a separat 
camp of about 200 Jewish war prisoners taken on 
the Russian front, because of the maltreatment of 
Russian4Jewish war prisoners by German 
in Finland.

THE RE MNANT OF DUTCH JEWRY 


An underground. Dutch newspaper reports that 
ail Jews have disappeared from the notorious Vught 
concentration Camp, except those who are torced 
to work for Philips (the radio manufacturers) and

Over 1,200 Jewish men, women. and children 
were transported to Germany on the morning of 
November 15, the paper reports. They had been 
told that they could take clothes and food with 
them, but when they were lined up for departure 
at 4 a.m. they were robbed of all their clothes and 
possessions, In most cases. the men réccived one 
set of underwear and some received socks. The 
women received nothing, not even underwear. and 
were insulted by S.S. men. 

All, including the lame and sick, were transported 
in cattle trucks. The journey took five days and 
five nights, and it 1s believed that very many died 
during the journey and that others became half 
mad with misery.

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NATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY 


WHEN the Germans took possession of Hungary, a cry 
of alarm arose over the probable fate of the million or so 
Jews in the country. The latest reports, which come from 
Polish official sources, show That that outcry was anything 
but groundless. Sixty-two railway wagon loads of children 
between two and eight years of age have, accordi.g to the 
Polish Ministry of the Interior, been dispatched from 
Hungary to the Polish slaughterhouses, Another six train- 
loads of Jewish adults have already followed them. These 
particular trains were dispatched on their ghastly journey 
between May 13 and May 27, and all were spotted in their 
passage through Plaszow, Poldnd, Another report from 
the same Polish Ministry announced: “The delegate of 
the Polish Governmént in Poland cabled on June 14, 
1944, that in Oswiecim the Germans had gassed 100,000 
Jews deported from Hungary.” The liquidation of Hun- 
garian Jewry is already well in hand. Note well: The 
“ decent” German Army, now in occupation, has raised 
not a finger to prevent it. | 

Few cries of indignation are heard in this country, 
perhaps because the chords of human sympathy have been 
dulled or atrophied by sheer over-use—onc of the sinister 
by-products of the orgy of German official murders. Per- 
haps, too, the imaginations of really kindly and civilised 
men boggle at these accounts of wholesale and systema- 
tised human slaughter. One can understand this reaction, 
but’not justify it. The whole course of German behaviour 
has been from first to last a crescendo of cruelty, each 
step being more savage than the last. It has fallen on 
non-Jews as well as Jews. Russian prisoners of war, as 
the latest news again demonstrates, have been dispatched 
summarily or by degrees. Entire civilian populations, as 
at Kharkov, have been wiped out. Innocent villages, and 
villages which are suspected of having harboured 
opponents of the Germans, like Oradour-sur-Glane, in 
France only a day or two ago, have been effaced, ~ with- 
out leaving a trace,” to use the Nazis’ own exultant phrase. 
The gallows in the Russian squares, thé mass graves of 
murdered Polish officers, the multiple cremation of 
slaughtered British airmen, the firing squads as they go 
about their hideous work of wholesale butchery in France 
and elsewhere, all testify to the insatiable German blood- 
lust. To-day, under @ur very eyes, death is brought to 
English homes by the blind bomber, which serves abso- 
lutely no military end, but is just an indulgence o! sadistic 
cruelty and no more. - 

Who now can stand incredulous at the report of another 
100,000 Jews being coldly done to death in thé notorious 
prison camp of Oswiecim, whose floors have long run 
red with human blood? 

There are still some 700,000 Jews remaining in Hungary 
and it is believed that their fate will not be delayed. The 
number is a large one, but not beyond the criminal powers 
of the Gestapo experts in assassination using the hideous 
method of the lethal gas chamber. When that mon- 
strosity is achieved, the balance-sheet of German ant- 
Jewish crimes will run. as follows: Of Poland's three 
million pre-war Jewish population, a million are believed 
to have been killed, another million has found shelter in 
Russia, and the remainder lies in the German power, 
under the shadow of death. All the Jews of Yugoslavia 
have been exterminated, save some 20,000 who managed 
to escape and join up with Marshal Tito’s Army. Belgian 
and Dutch Jewry have been “liquidated,” and French 
Jewry already very largely so. Rumanian Jews transported 
to Transnistria have shared the same fate; and so the list 

on. If the Hitler monster was unable to make good 

is promise to take Stalingrad, he can at least carry out 

his repeated promise to exterminate the Jews of Europe. 

lt is the only promise he was ever able, or desired, to 

keep! And as defeat in the field draws nearer, it will be 

carried out with a lurid zest and a thoroughness peculiar 
to baffled spite. 

If there is anything, in these horrifying circumstances, 
for the imagination to boggle at, it is the appalling fact 
that against these and other transports of barbarism not 
a single syllable of protest has been heard from the 
German people. THyssen, the industrialist who financed 
the Nazi revolution, and ‘later quarrelled with HriTLer, 
claims in his own writings to have been indignant privately. 
Dr. Scnacnr, the non-Nazi financier, lies low, grooming 
himself to be ready to carry out more German swindles. 
RAUSCHNING, who also fell out with his Fuenrer, has 
since used the German barbarities as one of the sticks to 
beat him with. But the German masses who heard on 
their wireless an exultant admission that the blind bomb 
was really and truly-a means ofgatisfying German hate 
are consistently dumb. From th@ir ranks, on the other 
hand, have come the thousands who- gleefully took posses- 
sion of Jewish businesses and homes, and, in uniform, 
carried out the murder and torture of whole populations, the 
professors who shamelessly stepped into the shoes of their 
Jewish colleagues and lent their professional cachet to the 
campaign of anti-Jewish vilification and academic fraud. It 
is this picture of a whole nation acquiescent and perverted, 
sodden with inculcated bestiality, indifferent to the laws of 
God and man, and careless of if not rejoicing in the horrible 
sufferings of their fellow-men, which must most repel, 


- 


and at the same time alarm, the rest of the world. Appeals 
and protests showered down from the skies, threats of 
punishment for the guilty, such as that just published 
by the United States Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives, evoke no response. And only 
the rescue work from without— inevitably small but none 
the less important—stands between the German murder 
gang and its victims. Such an awe-inspirmg prospect 
forms a menacing cloud over the whole of civilisation, 
The old theory so much traded in by the pacifist drug- 
pediars, that a nation ought not to be punished for the 
sins of its leaders, has to be scrapped. If it is to claim 
dissociation from them in the hour of judgment, it must 
produce the only convincing evidence that can be accepted 
—active opposition, to the utmost degree humanly possible, 
and, of course, including the sacrifice of life, as it is being 
sacrificed by our fighting men to end the Nazi abomuina- 
tion. Failing the formal proclamation of this proposition 
by the victorious nations, there will be no hope for man- 
kind, which will always lic at the mercy of scheming and 
unprincipled gangsters in some one or other country. Such 
an attitude, if it had been declared before the present 


‘ conflict, Might have prevented the war altogether. 


The proclamation of national responsibility, however, 
will not be enough. There is a moral side to this tragic 
problem. We have to create or stimulate, as may be 
necessary, the national, as well as the individual, con- 
science. The two things are equally important, for the 
“ decent " Germans held in some quarters to eXist seem 
to find nothing objectionable in the outrageous conduct 
of their country if the national interests require it, and 
so long as it succeeds. Agamst this moral heresy must be 
set the doctrine that “ righteousness exalts the nation, but 
sin is a reproach to any people.” When this Jewish teach- 
ing is on the way to general and honest acceptance, there 
will be hope that the dark clouds now hanging over 
humanity. will disperse. The continued one-sided insist- 
ence on individual responsibility only amounts to the 
passing on mankind of a sentence of death. Anything like 
the conclusion of treaties with nations morally unprepared, 
as such, to respgtt and honour them, ts presenting bar- 
harism with th®@ most deadly booby-trap ever devised tor 
the destructigh of man.

In other words, the alleged “ evils ” 
which the Nazis attributed to the Jews as a means of estab- 
lishing the foul Nazi regime are, accerding to these clerics. 
in danger of being repeated in this country, with like tragic 
results to the Jews, which would mean that Britain would 
Slaughter its Jewish population. This abominable prediction 
is aN atrocious insult to the people of this country. It is also, 
in effect, a palpable justification of the chief weapon in 
Goebbels’s propagandist armoury——with all that that implies 
of danger to the Allied cause. The two reverend gentlemen 
may persuade themselves, but not others, that this is good 
Christianity offered in a kindly attempt to save the Jews: but 
not even they can pretend that it is patriotism. 


MOST UNCHRISTIAN HATE 


“Tre Jews,” we are told by these Christian exemplars, 
“ object to confinement in separate districts by forcé, yet, when 
left alone, they naturally drift together into communities which 
they tend to capture and from which the Gentile population 
perforce [our italics} flees.” The truth is that these Jewish aggre- 
gations arise basically from religious and educational needs. 
Partly, too, they arise from the same gregarious instinct which 
has created similar aggregations among non-Jews. There are 
concentrations of Catholics in Liverpool and Glasgow, Quaker

the sturdy sons of Wales are so numerous as to require a 
chapel where their ancient language is used for the service, 
Moravian “ settlements,” and quarters where Italians or Chinese 
are in large numbers—to say nothing of the innumerable 
British “ colonies” to be foupd in countries abroad, districts 
where British citizens choose to live together. No incitement 
to hatred results from these, yet at the sight of an aggregation 
of Jews our two Christian clergymen boil over with most un- 
Christian hate. In their venomous resentment they do not

NOT ENOUGH JEWISH CHAPLAINS 


Tne many complaints which have reached this office from 
Jews in the Forces and their relatives on the score of the 
paucity of Jewish Chaplains point to a serious defect in the 
communal arrangements. Dayan Gollop, .when he occupied 
the office of Senior Chaplain, spent himself in the. effort io 
lay the foundations of an adequate Service, and his successor. 
Rabbi Brodie, is working no less devotedly to develop them. 
But despite their constant labours, the .Jewf&h Chaplains 
remain im number inadequate, and many Jewish soldiers, and 
in particular Jewish airmen, are without the religious services 
and other specifically Jewish ministrations for which the 
hunger. The cause of it all is not to be found in any apathy 
on the part of the Jewish Chaplaincy Authorities, but in the 
hard and simple facts of the case. ‘Chaplaincy on the fighting 
fronts demands immense vigour and vitality, such as only the 
young and very fit can command, It also demands very specia! 
qualities of mind and character, tact, and understanding of 
men. Such qualifications are not too abundant in a smal! 
community like our own. To make matters worse, the Jewish 
Service men, unlike their non-Jewish fellows, are scattered 


. over Vast areas, sometimes in small numbers, and this mvolves 


an immense amount of travelling and, in its turn, calls for 
a correspondingly large total of padres. As things are at present. 
some six more Chaplains are urgently required to cope with 
pressing needs, and these can only be taken from the ranks of 
the Ministry. Fhat they could be found, there is good reason 
to believe, the only obstacle in the way being the reluctance of 
their congregations to part with them. We would. strongl) 
impress on those congregations the necessity for more 
reasonable and generous treatment of the matter. Persistence 
in Opposition would be very unfair to the existing body of 
Chaplams, compelled to slave at an extremely exacting tash 
But, much worse, it would be ingratitude to the men who are 
fighting for the victory without which there would simply) 
be no Synagogues to administer. 


JUDAISM AS WAY OF LIFE | 


One of the most heartening of movements in modern British 
Judaism is that of the Bachad Fellowship, which by starting 
farms in this country for the training, of young Jews and 
Jewesses as Chalutzim and Chalutzot in preparation for setile- 
ment in Palestine—-and doing so always on strictly erthodo. 
religious lines—-has proved how orthodox Judaism can indeed 
be lived in these days, and lived, moreover, with a happiness and 
satisfaction which no milk-and-water version of Judaism can 
provide. The Fellowship has to-day a number of farms under 
its direction, some of them taken over in derelit® condition 
and turned successfully into productive sources for the nation’s 
food. More recently, it has, with active encouragement from 
the agricultural authorities, acquired a new and valuable pro- 
perty at Thaxted, Essex. In loving memory of the late Rev. 
Harry Bornstein, a great friend of the movement, who diced 
while on active Chaplaincy service in North Africa, it has 
been decided to establish an Agricultural Laboratory at 
Thaxted which will bear his name. This step will be @ 
valuable help in preparing the Chaverim for their agricultural 
life. It will bring the agricultural education of the Chalutzim 
up to the very best standards of the most advanced nations. 
By providing scientific training for those who are to till the 
land of Israel, it will in fact vastly increase what that land may 
be made to yield. A memorial scholarship of £150 a year, ten- 
able for three years at a University, has already been generous!) 
donated, which will mean that in due course a Jew adequately 
trained for the purpose will be available as the Laboratory's 
Director. Some £3,000 will be needed to establish the Thaxted 
laboratory—a small amount indeed when the objects and 
results are considered. There must surely be many Jews who 
will be eager to have a hand in supplying this small sum, to 
the glory of our faith and the patent vindication of its claim 
to be a high and noble “ way of life.” _ All they have to do is

BEARSTED MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 
Community’s Lack Of Interest Deplored 


Lady Bearsted, presiding at the Dorcheste: Hote! 
over the annual meeting of the Bearsted Memorial 
Hospital lewish Maternity Hospital Incorporated), 
expressed .concern at the Community's lack of 
support and interest for this, the only Jewish 
Maternity Hospital in the United Kingdom 

The hospital's extremely successful work during 
the war years, said Lady Bearsted, had been 
achieved only after overcoming serious difficulties 
Their temporary premises were entirely madequatc 
for their needs 2nd. in consequence, the staff had 
carried on the work with many discomforts, but 
nevertheless with the utmost cheerfulness, 

Their statistics, she said, proved conclusively that 
the standard of the hospital, at which the laws of 
kashrut were observed. was comparable with that 
of any other maternity hospital in the land. 

Financially, they bad had to face grave diffi- 
culties. A gross increase of no less than £2,000 
per annum in the salaries of the nursing staff had 
to be met, as a result of the recommendations of the 
Rushcliffe Committee. And there were heavy 
increases in expenditure in other directions, 
increases which could only be obtained from volun- 
lary sources. 

The community, said the speaker, should put its 
hands deeply into Hs pockets and come to the aid 
of its only maternity hospital. There were only 400 
Jewish subscribers in the country and the total 
of subscriptions last year was only £567! Lady 
Bearsted also pointed out that next year they would 
be celebrating their golden jubilee, They thought 
they might have some recognition from the Jewish 
community of the work that was bemg done. 

On the motion of Mrs. D. Magnus a vote of 
thanks was accorded to Lady Bearsted and the 
Bearsted family for all they had done for the 
hospital in the past.

MANCHESTER JEWS APPEAL 
TO GOVERNMENT 


Open Palestine to Refugees 


A conference on Palestine and Post-War Prob- 
lems, held under the auspices of the Council of 
Manchester and Salford Jews at the Higher 
Broughton Synagogue Hall, on Sunday, unani- 
mously passed the following resolutions: 

“This conference, representative of all sections of the 
Jewtsh community of Manchester, Salford. and South-East 
Lancashire, appeals to HM. Government to hasten all cfforts 
for the rescue of the Jews in Nazicoccupied Europe and 
erecs that Palestine. being the only country capable of 
giving sanctuary and refuec. be opened frecly to those 
heipiess victinw of Nazi pereccution.” 

“This conference dutifully demands the abrogation of 
the Palcatinec White Paper of 1939, comsidcring a8 denial 
of Jewish rights. end respectfully reminds H.M. Govern 
ment of its obligations under the Mandate, which gives 
international recognition to the historical commection of the 
jewish pcoplce with Palestine, and urees the creation of 
Palestine Jewish Commonwealth within the framework 
of the Britich Commonwealth of Nations.” 

The conference, over which Councillor A. Moss, 
President of the Council, presided, was given a 
survey of the Jewish situation by Mr: Ber! Locker, 
member of the Executive of the Jewish Agency. The 
great bulk of Zionists, said Mr. Locker, were united 
im demanding that there be absolutely free immigra- 
tion to. Palestine for any Jew, whether he went 
because it was his only refuge or whether he went 
because of an inner urge, Palestine will have to be 
made a nursing home for. those Jews whose life had 
been uprooted, whose health had been destroyed 

But could thi, be achieved if they did not have 
immigration in our own hands? Without the man- 
date they should not have been in such a good posi- 
tion. If the mandate had been administered pro- 
perly, however, they would have been in a better 
position. That was why they wanted: colonisation 
and immigration in their own hands. 

Mr. Isidore Sandler, moving the resolutions, 
asked: “ Hax the Atlantic Charter any significance 
for us as Jews, is it a political illusion; and shall 
we, after the war, return to the status quo of 1939” © 
Their duty as Jews and human beings was to call 
on the world to do all in its power to save those 
Jews who could be saved 

Lieut. S. C. Hamburger seconded the resolutions, 
and Mr. A. Laserson, representing the .Z.O., said 
that his organisation had told him to support them

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Well of the Nobles 


N the Portion of the Law for this weck there is 
] an ancient song, the “ Song of the Well": 
“ Spring up, O well; sing ye unto i; the princes 
digeed the well, the nobles of the people digged it, 
with their sceptres and their staves, And from the 
wilderness came a gift.” (Numbers xxi, 17, 18.) 

The world is back to-day at this period of bar- 
baric segregation of tribes and nations, has sunk back 
to that stage Of raw life out of which Israel found 
the way as Israel. Because the civilised unity of 
mankind has broken down, because nations that 
we thought civilised have returned to their original 
barbaric tribal form, so that civilised people stand 
aghast, because Edom and Cain are not merely 
symbolic figures to-day, but are living contempor- 
aries, men and women of our own time, living 
among us, whom we all know, it becomes necessary 
again to ask ourselves the question, how was it that 
Israel] was able to remain Isracl? Civilised man 
alone cannot overcome Edom: it needs a man of 
faith to do that. 

That is why to-day the call for a renewal of faith 
ic no longer a call merely to religious observance 
and for the maintenance of the old conservative 
ways of life, but concerns the vital needs of present- 
day life. Civilised humanity has to protect itself 
against the onslaught of barbarism. And to us Jews 
the call for a renewal of faith is a call for the pre- 
servation of the best and——in the Jewish sense—the 
most vital and most important forces of our nation. 
it is a matter of the well which the nobles of our 
people digged, as the song in the Bible tells us, and 
to drink of which means to drink life. 


 beiy whole position of Jewry is being changed, 
from the bottom upwards. The vast scale of 
the British and American way of life, the immense 
size of their metropolitan ctyes, have created some- 
thing new, that we might describe as the mass age. 
And here we must face the alternatives of faith or 
barbarism. We cannot avoid this inescapable 
choice. And that is true not only of the Jews. We 
are not the only ones who come from the quiet, 
tranquil life of the small provincial places into the 
crowded mass-existence of the world States. The 
age of the vast States has begun and everything is 
on a gigantic scale. But against all this vastness 
man is no more than a busy ant running feverishly 
to and fro. Will the twentieth century condemn wus 
mercilessly to the existence of an ant? How shall 
we im these days save our human dignity? Our age 
has mposed such a térrific tempo that the old 
word “ gigantomachy,” which means The combat of 
the giants, has been reapplied to it, to both its war 
and peace conditions. But only things are gigantic 
in thts machine age. People easily become dwarfed 
im the service of inanimate things, impersonal serfs, 
robots, soulless slaves. How sball we save our 
human dignity? There is only one answer: the 
chore between barbarism and {aith. 

In the old comfortable bourgeois period a man 
who stood aloof from the prevalent belief in God 
could yet, because of the whole manner of life in 
thase days and the leisurely pace of economic 
development, continue to be in a way a cultured 
man. There was plenty of time to do things; young 
people did not have to be rushed through their pro- 
fessional training and could be allowed a few years 
in which to get to know the higher aspects of life. 


That ts the world from which many 


of us have 
come 


But to-day we are faced with the choice of 
sinking back into the primitive ways of life, through 
the abandonment of cultural values. or of making 
g00d the diminished cultural possibilities by acquir- 
ing the rich possibilities opened up for us by a firm 
Slance in the religious world 


HE Jew who sends out a call for the renewal of 
lauh must not be set déwn as a reactionary 
romantic, a man trying to conserve an ideal of the 
past. On the contrary, he courageously faces the 
future. God teaches us to be happy-and of good 
spirit at all times. All times are of God. The Jew. 
the man of faith, believes with the psalmist. “ My 
tomes arc in Thy hand ™ (xxxi, 15). Happiness does 
not depend on the period of time. Our younger 
generation have realised it, They look soberly and 
bravely forward to the future: The older generation 
have much to learn from their courage, from their 
<ober outlook on life, from their determination to 
find happiness even in these changed conditions. But 
one thing the young people too must learn, and not 
they alone: that we must draw watcr from that well 
which the nobles of our people digged: that in our 
wanderings through the wilderness of these days 
we shall not sink back into primitive ways if we 
take with us the faith we have inherited from our 
fathers, And as we proclaim our faith in Judaism, 
from the wilderness shall come forth a gift.

OBITUARY 


MR, ISRAEL DE GROOT (London), aged %9. 
was formerly a member of the B@ard of Manage- 
ment of the Stoke Newington and other Synagogues. 
and Vice-Chairman of the North London Zionist 
Society. He was prominent as a Freemason, and 
was the immediate Past Master of the Maida Vale 
Lodge and “J” in the Maida Vale Chapter. He 
is Survived by his mother, son and daughter. Mr.

The statement that since the Nazi 
regime a considcrabie number of Jewwh refugee fur traders 
have helped to make London the centre of the Eurepcan 
tur trade instead of Leiprig has the same superficial 
accuracy as the rest of Dr. Barou's remarks on the fur trade 
The most cursory examination reveals how full of fallacics 
Statement For many years before the advent of 
Hitler, London was the centre of.the world’s fur market 
Leiprig had lost what eminence it had long before. Even 
those processes for which it had long had the monopoly 
the dycine of Persians and the bleaching of ermine. were 
beima carrted out with great success in Eneland and 
America. For a time. the USSR. had sent skins io 
Leipzia tor saicy but m ilatier years had conducted its own 
auctions in Leningrad. What trade was left to Leipzig was 
in “ manipulated “ furs. which were sold to the smatier 
Luropean covuntrics Paris bought its furs in London. and 
even before 193°. shin merchants and manufacturers trom 
Southern and Central Europe began to find their way here 
Truce, when the Leipzig merchants first came here they 
brought some of their wade—for what was worth—-with 
them. But aimest without caception they began to compric 
in the Breuish market for the local trade Morcover, they 
aroused consdcrable reseniment, not because they repre- 
sented cttra competition, but because the Leipvia methods 
of deahne did not always accord with the very high 
standards of trading the Britwh fur trade had sect up in 
my opmmon,.

In_ this 
cougfty, the Minister of Reconstruction, Lord 
Wetiton, has already proclaimed the intention of 


post-war planners to incorporate in the people's 
omes the blessings and benefits of electrical equip- 


fment on a scale hitherto reserved only for the 


wealthier sections of the community. 

What. then. should be the reaction of the modern 
housewife to the electrical home and what should 
he have done to fit herself as the maintainer of 
the mechanically driven homestead’ The Electrical 
Association for Women was founded in 1924 by a 
body of intelligent women who foresaw the develop- 
ments in electricity and decided that some kind of 
organised campaign should be set in motion to 
exploit the possibilitics thus afforded for women, as 
well as to represent their interests in the electrical 
industry and in the political sphere, where clectricity 
vitally coneernms the housewife 

lhe President of the Association is the Dowager 
Lady Swaythling,. a Jewish woman who throughout 
her career has been in the vanguard of those move- 
ments which seék to ameliorate the lot of women 
and to improve their conditions. The Association 
has branches throughout the kingdom, and these 
branches* organise demonstrations and _ lectures 
wherever they are required, The Association caters 
for the future student of electricity, who can unde! 
is auspices take various courses which.fit her as a 
demonstrator and teacher both in schools and tn 
special classes for women, and it also provides 
courses for the housewife, so that she can run her 
electrically driven home = efficiently through an 
understanding of the basic principles of electricity 
and of the simpler forms of repair to equipment. 

When the war is over, the Association will provide 
a valuable link for the women rectirning trom the 
Services and from industry into the more normal 
channels of homekecping. Many women in their 
war service have been undertaking ciectrical main- 
tenance work, and have in some. cases made a far- 
reaching study of electricity, and for some of these 
women there should be opportunities to develop 
their knowledge and divert it into peace-time activi- 
tees such as lecturing and demonstrating. 


Standard of Domestic Work Raised 


The electrically informed housewife or domestic 
worker of the future will raise the whole standard 
of domestic work and give a new sense o} confidence 
and digmt¥ to those who perform the most vital of 
ali national jobs—that of running the home. The 
development of labour-saving devices has long been 
a matter of supreme importance to women, and the 
rapid progress that war discoveries and applications 
of them are bound to make in this connection must 
be turned to benefit by women everywhere, as they 
have a first claim for special consideration 

During the war, the housewife has had probably 
the most trying and exhausting of all jobs to main- 
tain. Hers has-been the lot of the cheerful victim 
of one after another domestic deprivation, com- 
bined with the steady increase of the external diffi- 
culties which continually present themselves in war- 
time he has missed the glamour of her sisters in 
the Services and the comradeship and entertainment 
of those who have worked. in tactories. She has 
had to plough a lonely furrow, constantly uphill, 
consianily making detours as new obstacles arise 
So when victory comes, it is no more than eie- 
mentary justice that she should reap the first fruits 
of the efforts m which she has so largely, so 
heroically, and so uncomplainingly shared. More- 
over, her position as the nucleus of returning units 
makes it Imperative that the first effort. of post-war 
reconstruction must take into the tullest considera- 
tion her problems and immediate requirements 

But she herself can only fully co-operate im any 
scheme for brighter, better, and more casily run 


homes if she is acquainted with the processes which 
will largely ensure her dreams coming true, All 
the old, dirty, hard-working implements will have 
to go, and in their place must be put really scientifi- 
cally devised electrical instruments. To use them 
properly and effectively she must understand how
